Highlights of City's New Budget 


Following are the highlights of the city’s budget as 
adopted by the Upland city council: 


SALARIES—No general increases were made and six 
employes received salary adjustments. A, 10 per cent pay 
increase allowed last fall prevails and no change in the gen- 
eral scale was made in the new budget. 


PLANNING COMMISSION—Charles Eliot, planning con- 
sultant, was engaged to continue his services here, coming 
for nine “executive” meetings instead of being here 12 times 
a year, most of these being at routine public hearings. Mr. 
Eliot suggested the plan of coming only for the conference 
type of meetings with the city planners instead of the public 
hearings. 


POLICE, FIRE DEPARTMENTS—FEvffective Sept. 15, one 
new patrolman will be added to the police force and at that 
time Mrs. Bernice Gustafson, police matron, and license col- 
lector, will leave the department. Police Chief Ralph Palmer 
will become the license collector. Captain Henry Younge will! 
be transferred from day to night duty and will be in charge of 
the department at that time. The routine of sending statements 
te business firms for their licenses and of bookkeeping on 
these accounts will be handled by a fireman-policeman dur- 
ing his night-time office shift. Enforcement of license provi- 
sions will be coordinated by the police department with oth- 
er departments. 


While an additional fireman was requested, this in- 
crease was not included in the budget this year. In order that 
he may make more inspections, Fire Chief, Howard Paulin 
will restrict his office time. 


TAX RATE—The current $1.68 tax rate will be continued 
and this will produce approximately $141,133. Other income 
to the city will make the city’s total receipts $490,000. Antici- 
pated expenditures will be $476,237. 

C AND D STREET EXTENSION—No item was included 
in the budget for the !ong-contemplated extension of C and 
D streets, since the city already has completed most of the 
preliminary planning work necessary and formation of a 
redevelopment agency to receive federal funds will enable 
the work to proceed eventually. Many legal, time-con- 
ee steps are to be observed before actual work can be 
started.
